The route through all this desert part is 
marked by small cairns of stones at about 
200 Yards intervals. The ‘bus tracks, and 
sometimes those of other cars, are usually 
discernible, and even if one steers wide to the 
left or right to find a smoother surface and 
avoid the deep, uneven ruts of the "bus track 
one is not likely to lose the way. We did, 
however, have some difficulty in places; for 
the tracks and even the cairns tend to get 
covered up by blown sand, and the ‘bus 
drivers are still exploring to find the best 
route, and often deviate widely in search of 
a better surface, where they have encountered 
much soft sand on previous runs. Sometimes 
these diverging tracks end suddenly, and then 
the motorist is well advised to turn back 
rather than attempt any short cut to rejoin 
the main route. 

We covered the 250 miles from In Guezzam 
to Tamanrasset in one day, travelling fast 
most of the way over firm sand. Almost the 
whole day we saw no sign of life, this 
stretch being too barren for the desert deer, 
guinea-fow! and donkeys which we met on 
other days -vhere there was even sparse 
vegetat‘on The day was intensely hot, and 
the water in the radiator boiled. The last 
fifteen miles before Tamanrasset are on a 
roughly engineered road up and through the 
mountains, and Mrs. Knight's unfortunate 
party ~nust have been quite near this definite 
road when they lost the track and their 
petrol suppry was exhausted. 

The nights in the mountains are extremely 
cold, but, by day the sun can be merciless, 
and the ground for miles round Tamanrasset 
is mountainous and covered with small, sharp 
stones, which make walking extremely painful 
and tiring. It is easy to understand that 
a woman could not walk far in such con- 
ditions, even had she known that she was 
on the right route. Three days after Jeaving 
Tamanrasse:, when we had encountered 
bitterly cold weather, we overturned the car 
in a skid 
under far less unfavourable conditions. That 
walk taxed my strength to the utmost. But 
this article is only intended to cover that 
part of th: journey from Kano to Taman- 
rasset, less than half the distance to Algiers, 
ending wh-re Mrs. Knight's journey came 
to so disastrous an end.

N Dublin alone there are, on an average, 
. 1,300 accidents in a year, and something 
like 50 fatal accidents; while in the 
country there are, approximately, 200 fatal 
accidents in a rs 3,000 si was 
accidents, ut mmissioner E. Coogan, 
of the Civic Guge told this to the 318 
officers and men of the ambulance division 
and the 171 members of the nursing division 
of the St. John Ambulance Brigade whom he 
inspected at the annual review of the 
divisions. in Lord Iveagh’s gardens, Harcourt 
street, Dublin, last Saturday afternoon. . 

Major-General Brennan, Chief of Staff of 
the Free State Army, and the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin (Alderman Alfred Byrne, T.D.) were 
among those present. 

The first-aid and. drill displays were very 
interesting. They included a first-aid 
demonstration by officers and members of 
the headquarters nursing division of the treat- 
ment of injured persons in a, ‘‘ head-on”’ 
motor collision; a first-aid demonstration by 
members of the Broadstone (Great Southern 
Railways) Ambulance Division, and a 
demonstration of squad and stretcher drill 
by members of Messrs. W. and R. Jacob and 
Company’s Nursing Division and by members 
of the City of Dublin Nursint Division. 

The parade and march-past of the divisions 
was verv smart, and deserved the compli- 
ments of. the inspecting officer. Assistant- 
Commissioner J. MacNainare was the 
officer commanding the ambulance divisions, 
and Miss. E. F. Blandford, Lady District 
Superiritendent, was in charge of the nursin 
division, Assistant-Commissioner A. £ 
MacWilhams being the parade commander. 


COMMISSIONER'S TRIBUTE 


After the inspection Commissioner Coogan 
paid a tribute’ to the members of the divisions 
on their splendid turn-out, and said that he 
considered that for smartness, alertness and 
military precision, they had reached a very 
high standard. Without .disparagement of 
the regular forces, he could say that it was a 
standard that those forces could very well 
envy and emulate. The work of the Brigyle 
was a voluntary work; it involved 
a good deal of self-sacrifice, and was not as 
fully appreciated by the citizens of. Dublin 
The services of the 
Brigade, too, were given without distinction 
to every section of the community. 

The Civic Guard authorities were trying 
to reduce the number of accidents that 
occurred every year to the lowest possible 
level, and the members of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade were anxious io give 
first-aid in as many cases as possible, so that 
there was something in common between the 
two bodies.

The Commissioner, Sir John Lumsden, ex- 
pressed his regret that Colonel Broy, the 
Commissioner of Police, was unable to act as 
iaspecting pflicer owing to his absence from 
Dublin, but thanked his Deputy Commis- 
sioner, Mr. Coogan, for coming. He also 
thanked the Lord Mayor for his presence and 
constant sympathy with St. John work; and 
all ranks for their splendid and efficient ser- 
vice to the public rendered on so many occa- 
sions a the past year. At no time, he 
said, was the Brigade more ready or better 
equipped to help the public with first-aid and 
highly skilled transport duties. 

Commenting: on the compctitions, he 
expressed pleasure thai the Great Southern 
Railways Fae wero Division team had, this 
year, won the Dublin Ambulance Chailenge 
Cup, their blue riband. This, he said, should 
act as an encouragement to the railways to 
develop first aid along their lines and register 
additional divisions, to the benefit of the 
travelling ‘public. He was particularly pleased 
to record the establishment of very promising 
ambulance and nursing divisions in Cork. 
Recently, he ‘said, he ‘inspected this ambulance 
unit, which shows 'great promise, led by 
enthusiastic officers, and likely, before long, 
to establish a centre in Cork which will vie 
in efficiency with Dubiin, and be the means 
of spreading ambulance work in the South 
and prove of great use to people there. 

Sir John also mentioned that a class was 
being held in Limerick, and he hoped, before 
long, that a division would be formed in 
that city. <A new nursing division had re- 
cently been. registered. in Dublin. 
The annual competitions for the numerous 
trophies were keenly covtested .These helped 
to promote gréater skill and efficiency ih the 
handling of patients.”

IRST, second and third prizes went to 
Irish Free State officers in the Heavy- 
weight Hunters’ Class at the Amsterdam 
Horse Show to-day.

Irish riders did very well in the Grand 
Prix of Amsterdam, the chief event of the 
show. Captain O’Dwyer obtained both 
second snd third places with Blarney 
Castle and Limerick Lace, respectively. 

The winner was a German, Eetberlieut 
Brandt, who, riding Baron, went round the 
course with no faults in 1 min. 26 secs. 
O’Dwyer, on Blarney Castle, was second 
with no faults and a time of 1 min. 39 
secs., and third with Limerick Lace (four 
faults) in 1 min. 27 3-5 secs, 

Irish riders also occupied sixth and 
seventh places. Captain Aherne, on Ire- 
land’s Own, was sixth with eight faults 
and a time of 1 min, 25 3-5 secs., and 
Captain Lewis, on Kilmalleck, was 
seventh, also with eight faults and a time 
of 1 min.

Road Dust and Health 


HE question of whether road dust is a 
cause of cancer, which was mentioned 


recently at an important health congress, 
is one of vital importance to all motorists. 


The matter was raised some time ago in 
the House of Commons in order that an 
official statement on the rumour could be 


secured. 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the 


Ministry of Health said that the relation 
between the inhalation of dust from tarred 
roads and cancer of the lung had not been 
established, and it was, therefore, not 
possible to say whether any deaths from 
the disease could be attributed to that 
cause. 

Sir Francis Fremantle, who is a dis- 
tinguished doctor and a former Medical 
Officer of Health of Hertfordshire, has 
pointed out that the number of deaths 
from cancer of the respiratory organs is 
only 90 per million as compared with 1,500 
per million from cancer generally. 


Your Driving Licence 
REMINDER is issued to drivers of 


motor cars and motor cycles who may 
be going away on holiday to take with 
them their driving licences and insurance 
certificates. á 

While it is true that five days are 
granted by the authorities for the produc- 
tion of a driving licence or an insurance 
certificate, this is-of little value if either 
document is securely locked up at home, 
which may be a couple of hundred miles 
away. 

The expense, waste of time and annoy- 
ance caused by having to make a special 
journey for this trivial purpose might 
prove quite sufficient to spoil a holiday.

Car Radio 


"THE growing popularity of car radio 

has led to advanced research by the 
manufacturers of ignition components. As 
is appreciated by — technically-minded 
motorists, the ignition system is acting as 
a miniature transmitting station the whole 
time the engine is running. This, of 
course, causes interference with the recep- 
tion, and to prevent it one has either to 
‘‘sereen ’’ the whole electrical system or 
to damp down the spark by inserting 


resistances in the high tension circuit. 
With the latter arrangement, which is 
the simpler and cheaper of the two, 
results are often fairly good on long wave, 
but short wave reception is still affected. 
To stop interference on very short waves 
the spark would have to be damped down 


so much that the ignition might give 


trouble. 

It is generally acknowledged that better 
reception is obtained by ‘“‘ screening ” the 
ignition system. To many people elec- 
trical radiation is a puzzle. An electric 
current will travel several thousands of 
miles along a copper wire in preference to 
going through about a quarter of an inch 
of rubber type insulation, but with electric 
radiation the ordinary insulations offer no 
resistance whatever. The only material 


which will stop electrical radiation is a 
good electrical conductor, which does so 


by absorption or reflection. 


A Screen 


N order to screen the ignition set the 
first thing to do is to encase the 


magneto (or coil and distributor) in a 


metal box, and to put metal braiding 


round the high tension cables. When it 
comes to the sparking plugs, however, the 
metal enclosure is a problem, largely 
owing to the heat in the neighbourhood of 
the plug and to the restricted space. 


The difficulty has now been overcome 


by one company, who have introduced a 


new screened plug which is suitable for 


all types of cars and passenger coaches. 
This has been produced after years of ex- 
periment on military aircraft, which, of 
course, have to keep in constant touch by 
wireless with the ground stations and 
other aircraft, and the design has now 
reached the stage where the plugs can be 
offered for cars and coaches at a reason- 
able price. . 

Screening the remainder of the set is 
relatively simple, so it appears that this 
latest invention should go a long way 
towards perfecting reception, with the con- 
sequent increased use of the car radio 
set.

MR, COSGRAVE AT CLIFDEN 


From Our Reporter. 
CLIFDEN, Sunday. 


Speaking at Clifden to-day, Mr. Cosgrave 
said that for three years the people of this 
country had been told that there was no 
value in the live stock industry or in the sale 
of live stock products that the bottom had 
been knocked-out of the British market. and 
that there was no use bothering to get 
possession of that market.

Some people had become very rich 
in the last two or three years, while some 
had become very poor, indeed. During that 
period the deposits in the banks had been 
reduced, and the resources which they had, 
conserved and had invested abroad in Eng- 
land, or elsewhere, had diminished by some 
eight or ten million — Was that. not 
a clear sign, he asked, that there was some- 
thing wrong with their economic position?

“Mr. Cosgrave says he could settle the 
whole question in twenty-four hours, but 
Fianna Fail would be delighted if he showed 
them how. England insists on the Free State 
Government first admitting England’s claim 
to the annuities, and then she will consider a 
mitigation of five per cent., or something 
like that, and thereby get rid of Mr. de 
Valera, as they would get rid of him if he 
signed-an agreement like that,” said Mr. T. 
Derrig, Minister for Education, addressing a 
Fianna Fail meeting at Kilkerrin, Co. Gal- 
way, to-day.. The Irish people, he said, 
would not stand behind such an agreement 
twenty-four hours. The Government signed 
the coal-cattle pact because it was the best 
to be got at the time. How could they ex- 
pect Mr, Cosgrave. who signed an agreement 
giving away the six counties and huge sums 
of money to England, to make a better settle- 
ment than Mr. de Valera would make? If 
Mr. Thomas felt the Irish people were shaky | 
on this question now it would harden him in 
his attitude. The only way to meet the British 
without being provocative or bellicose was 
by simply saying: ‘ We stand for our rights 
in this matter, and, if you don’t agree, 
submit it to an independent tribunal.’

Tn an editorial article The Times 
observes: To-day . the reconstructed 
National Government meets the Parlia- 
ment which, on the whole, has given such 
eonsistent and stimulating support to its 
predecessor. There will probably be few 
new bills during this part of the session, 
but in many respects it will be a formative 
period. These are the first deliberate and 
extensive changes since the adoption of 
the system of National Government, for 
the retirements, first of Lord Snowden and 
then of the Samuelite. Liberals, repre- 
|sented rather the departure of always 
uneasy colleagues, and affected neither the 
House of Commons nor public opinion. 
A general election is not far distant. 
That election will certainly be fought upon 
the broad issue of the policy pursned by 
the National Government on the one hand 
and the policy advocated by the Socialist 
Party on the other. ee Uae 
In foreign affairs there are undoubtedly 
dark clouds ahead, but the naval agreo- 
ment ‘with Germany, now in p t, 
shows that Mr. Macdonald was right when 
he told the House of Commons six weeks 
ago that the outlook has chances of 
ghrp amas as well as palpable dangers. 
If the Government show themselves reso- 
lute in following up other chances of 
uppeasement, such as negotiation of a 
western air convention, the European 
atmosphere at least should show consider- 
able improvement. At home the two 
biggest tasks before the House of Lords 
are the passage of the India Bill and of 
the Overcrowding Bill, though it can be 
said of both these measures that their 
opponents have already done their worst 
‘and know that the battle is lost. 
Many imperial economic problems -are 
also ~ipe for solution. This very week Mr. 
Thomas will have a chance of giving an 
account of the progress of the negotia- 
tions with the Dominions upon meat im- 
ports. Mr. Elliot is also concerned in 
this matter, and has shown signs that he 
realises that other aspects of agricultural 
policy need brushing up. There may well 
a considerable change in that policy to 
be. negotiated—a change designed to 
buttress the marketing schemes with levies 
on foreign imports, the proceeds of whica 
will replace Exchequer subsidies to home 
producers. One such levy scheme is. fore- 
cast next year for bacon, another may 
possibly’ prove the foundation of a meat 
agreement, and it is difficult to see why a 
third should not solve the problem of the 
sugar subsidy.

After many hours’ search in the wreck- 
age of the two express trains it was estab- 
lished late last night, that fourteen people 
were dead and twenty-nine injured. 

A tragic feature of the accident—the 
worst in England since 1928 — was that 
three young children were among the dead 
—a baby girl about six months old, a two 
years old boy and a girl of about. twelve. 

The names of two men and five women 
victims have also not been ascertained. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT - 


The following official statement was 
issued by the London and. North-Eastern 
Railway — | 
“ The London and North-Eastern Rail- 
way regrets te announce that a serious ac- 
cident took place in the neighbourhood of. 
Welwyn Garden City station at 11.30 on 
Saturday night. 
1: Ia 10.50 p.m. parcels and passenger 
train from King’s Cross ran into the rear 
of the duplicate portion of the 10.45 p.m. 
Newcastle and West Riding express, which 
had been slowed down by signals at 
Welwyn Garden City station. 
‘* Fourteen people were killed; inelud- 
ing the guard of the Newcastle express. 
‘* Help was immediately given by the 
hospitals at Welwyn Garden City and 
Hertford, at both of which places the in- 
jured are being cared for. 
“A special train was run from King’s 
Cross to the scene of the accident, carry- 
ing doctors, sisters and nurses from the 
Railway Free Eespital, Gray’s Inn road, 
who were on the scene of the accident 
very shortly after the occurrence. 
“The cause of the accident is under in- 
quiry. 
“The company wish to express their 
deep: sympathy for all the relatives of the 
killed and injured, and at the same time 
to thank all who so readily came forward 
to help in attending to the casualties.’’ 


A HORRIBLE NIGHTMARE 


The scenes which followed Saturday

A signalman, helpless and: horrified, 
stood in his box transfixed by the appal- 
ling sight before him, Only a short 
distance away the strains of music were 
floating. from a local dance. Above the 
revelry the dancers heard the crash, and 
mén and women in evening dress dashed 
out to know the cause. Hatless and coat- 
less, the women in flimsy frocks, they 
rushed down the sleeping streets, and were 
among the first to help in extricating the 
victims. 

Messages for help flashed over the tele- 
hone lines to hospitals, police stations, 
octors and ambulance stations, and the 
heartrending task of rescue began in 
the light of acetylene flares. 

Rescuers flung themselves into the task 
with feverish haste. They hacked their 
way through wreckage to reach passengers 
suffering pain. 

The coaches:had been reduced to match- 
wood. One of the engines. was standing 
on end. The front part had been twistea 
into indescribable shapes, and the bogey 
wheels Jay across the lines. 

As dawn came the ghostly tragedy was 
revealed in all its paralysing horror, writes 
a reporter. The permanent way was 
strewn a hundred yards in each direction 
with wreckage; Breakdown gangs made 
frenzied efforts to clear the débris, 
searching the while for any evidence of 
further killed or injured, 

Mutilated bodies were laid alongside the 
track waiting for stretcher-bearers to 
arrive, and were then removed to impro- 
vised mortuaries. Some were placed in a 
cycle shed at the station, and others in 
a waiting-room and in a factory. One 
tragic figure was that of a tiny child 
covered with sacking. 

A pathetic figure in the misty dawn was 
a six-wheeled lorry trundling through the 
deserted streets to the station, where fire- 
men could be seen placing the dead in 
this improvised hearse. 


PATHETIC INCIDENTS 


One sad sight was the hand of a 
seventeen-year-old girl which protruded 
from beneath a great pile of débris which 
had once been a parcels van. Apparently, 
she had left her seat in a coach further 
up the train to get her bag, which was 
still in her hand when her boy was ex- 
tricated. Had she not gone into the 
parcels. van she would probably have 
escaped unhurt, as did other ‘passengers 
in the front of the train. 

A baby lay dead in its mother’s arms. 
The mother, seriously injured, was rushed 
to hospital. | | 
One man who escaped unhurt worked 
feverishly with the rescuers. ‘‘ My mother 
was on the train. She may be dead,” he 
said as he tore at the splintered woodwork. 
He worked until exhaustion and strain 
reached their climax, an! he fell uncon- 
scious to the ground. ee 
The scene all around was fantastic. 
Dozens of handbags, scores of pairs of 
women’s shoes, hats, gloves, umbrellas and 
a wireless set were strewn about the per- 
manent way. The hissing of steam came 
from the wrecked engine. Many inquiries 
came from relatives and friends of people 
who had been on the train. 

It was oxtremely difficult to obtain 
identification of the dead, Laundry marks 
on the clothing, scraps of paper in their 
pockets, diaries and other articles were 
the only clues. Some of the dead were

I went along the line and 
found the bodies of a guard and a girl. My, 
staff ran down to give what help they could, 
and we brought back some of the injured 
to the restaurant.” 

Mr. Dan Donaldson, who was standing 
on the platform of Welwyn Garden City 
Station, said: “ I saw a Newcastle train, 
travelling very fast towards the r nth, and 
looking towards London I saw another 
train, also going north, and; realised that 
a collision was inevitable. There seemed 
to be a terrible flash, followed by two more 
flashes, and then the crash happened.’”’ 

One of the survivors, Mr. i. Dawes, 
Hounslow, said: “ I was on my way from 
London to the north for a holiday, and our 
train left King’s Cross eight minutes after 
the other train into which we crashed. 

“This train was just going out of 
Welwyn Garden City Station, and it was 
at the bridge when the crash occurred. 

‘Several coaches at the front of our 
train and rear coaches of the other train 
were badly smashed. Our coach seemed to 
escape the full force, but we were thrown 
about in the carriage like shuttlecocks. We 
iad out and heard terrible screams. I 

elped to pull out five people who were 


dead.' 


AT THE HOSPITALS 


matron and doctors worked throughout the 
night to deal with three’ times as many, 
casualties as the hospital is equipped for. 
The dining-room was converted into & 
temporary ward. The Secretary said :he 
had to send to London for extra nurses. 

A doctor at Hertford County Hospital 
said that after the injured women had 
been admitted, one mother kept crying 
out for her child. ‘‘ Almost all that we 
ean learn from her is that the child was 
sitting on her knee in the train. It. is 
feared that it may be a six-months-old 
baby which is lying dead in the mortuary 
at Welwyn. I picked up the child my- 
self from a mass of wreckage. It was dead 
then, and so injured as to be almost un- 
recognisable.’’ It was learned later that 
the woman, Mrs. Ashford, Maidenhead, 
was the mother of the six-months-old 
child, and that the baby’s grandmother, 
Mrs. Appleton, was also among those 
killed. 

Mr. George Gott said: “I saw threé 
people die from injuries by the side of 
‘the train. Another woman was so injured 
that I could do nothing for her but only 
hope that she would die.”

Proceeding, Mr. de Valera said that an 
effort was being made to induce people to 


think that the whole of the agricultural 
difficulty of this country had arisen out of 
the economic war, but people forgot what 


the situation was when the present Govern- 
ment came into power. Agricultural world 
prices were tumbling headlong, and between 
1922 and 1951 they had fallen a third. Up 
to 1931 the Free State had been fortunate to 
escape the full force of the economic depres- 
sion, but it was clear that their good fortune 


in that respect was coming to an end. Their 
dairying industry was in a desperate plight, 
and the price of butter in the British market 
had fallen from 176s. to 110s. per cwt. 
between October, 1929, and March, 1931. An 
enormous fall in the level of world meat 
prices then supervened, and the one market 
open to them—Britain—was glutted’ It was 
clear that such a situation would not be 


allowed to continue in Britain, and that the 
method of regulation and protection of other 
countries would be used in Britain also. 

The lopsided policy of this country’s 
national economy could not be allowed to 
continue, and they had to get out and build 
their industries under a protective system, 
and reserve the home market for their own 
larmers. Their imports of animal and human 
feeding-stuffs amounted to over £5,800,000, 
and they felt that most of these products 
could be supplied by their own farmers. 

They proceeded to reserve the home market 
for their own agriculturists, and they could 
not be aceused of failing to carry out that 
part of their policy. 

He did not want to make light of the hardships 
of the farming community, but were they now 
to pay that £5,000,000 as a ransom? If they 
were not prepared to pay that ransom, then 
it was their duty to stand firm for the rights 
of the Irish people. If they were Irishmen 
with red blood in their veins they would see 
that Mr. Mullen was put in at the top of the 
Toit. 

MR, MACENTEE AND THE 

“TRISH TIMES ” 


The Minister for Finance (Mr. MacEntee) 
said that a vote for Mr. Lavery in this elec- 
tion meant a vote for additional taxation, and 
that was the issue that faced the propertied 
classes in County Dublin.

system they would get 2s. or 3s. a cwt. more 
for their butter, 

If the creameries were not prepared to 
work the scheme he would have to fall back 
oh the civil servants, who would do what 
they were told. i 

' Jt had been said that the animosity in 
England against them was operating against 
the price of their butter. There was not. 
much truth in that suggestion, as the price 
of Irish butter was not very far behind that 
‘of New Zealand. : 

i He was, he said, determined to proceed
